To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
Marlow  Urban  District  Council 

Mr*  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1963* 

The  estimated  population  in  mid  1963  was  9210 
an  increase  of  280  on  that  of  the  previous  year* 

There  were  195  live  births  a  decrease  of  14  and 
there  was  a  corresponding  drop  in  the  birth  rate  from 
23*4  to  20*0  per  1,000  of  the  resident  population 
the  national  figure  being  18*2* 

102  people  died,  21  more  than  in  1962  and  of 
these  exactly  half  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  circulation,  21  were  due  to  cancer  and  14  disease 
of  the  lung  and  respiratory  system*  Only  two  deaths 
from  lung  cancer  occurred* 

There  were  six  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of 
one  -  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  rose  from 
19*09  per  1,000  to  30*76.  In  a  small  community  the 
rate  is  liable  to  fluctuate  as  two  or  three  deaths  more 
or  less  make  such  a  difference  when  the  rate  per  1,000 
live  births  is  calculated* 

The  only  notifications  received  were  in  respect 
of  67  cases  of  measles  and  2  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis* 
It  is  possible.  that  even  measles,  like  diphtheria,  will 
become  a  rarity  if  vaccination  against  it  proves 
effective* 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  the  help  and  co-operation  so  freely 
given  throughout  the  year  by  Mr.  Jackson  and  his 
staff*

132  children  were  immunised  against  diphtheria* 

This  number  is  a  marked  increase  over  that  for  the 
previous  year  (41)  and  is  accounted  for .by  the  fact  that 
children  are  being  vaccinated  later  than  they  were© 

There  were  111  immunisations  against  whooping 
cough  and  130  against  tetanus©  As  almost  all  immunisa¬ 
tions  are  performed  with  mixed  vaccines  e©g©  tetanus , 
diphtheria  or  whooping  cough, tetanus ,  diphtheria ,  in 
future  the  numbers  immunised  against  these  different 
diseases  will  more  or  less  co-incide® 

VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX 

There  were  35  primary  vaccinations  and  3  re-vac¬ 
cinations  during  19.63 >  a  ^°P  of  294  and  125  respectively 
on  the  previous  year* s  figures*  This  is  explained  by  the 
fact  that  the  figures  for  1962  were  abnormally  high 
because  of  the  outbreaks  of  smallpox  in  the  country  and 
secondly  because'  of  the  postponement  of  vaccination  in 
infants  until  the  second  year  of  life© 

Bo  Go  Go VACCINATION 

In  the  area  of  the  Divisional  Executive  of  which 
Marlow  is  a  -constituent  member  1764  children  in  the  13  year 
old  group  were  tuberculin  tested  and  1.64  positives  were 
found  or  9® 35$  of  the  total*  The  other  1,600  were 
vaccinated  with  B«CeG© 

POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION 

Arrangements  for  vaccination  continued  during  the 
year  and  in  the  clinics  .oral  vaccine  was  employed  to 
the  exclusion  of  that  given  by  injection*  Attendances  at 
sessions  were  very  good  and  the  acceptance  rate  was  high®

The  supervision  and  administration  of  this 
work  is  done  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the 
table  on  the  following  page  shows  the  degree  of 
rodent  infestation  in  the  area  and  details  of  treat¬ 
ments  carried  out.  133  properties  were  treated  and 
127  bodies  recovered.  Insect  pests  dealt  with 
during  the  year  included  wasps,  flies ,  mosquitoes, 
woodworm,  cockroaches,  earwigs  and  ants. 

The  bulk  of  the  work,  including  the 
destruction  of  21  wasps  nests,  and  765  rodent  control 
visits,  was  carried  out  by  the  Councils  rodent 
operator,  Mr.  W.  Illsley,  in  his  usual  efficient 
manner.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


( a)  Collection 

The  Council's  decision  to  supply  the  town 
with  a  system  of  paper  sack  collection  over  a 
period  of  three  years  has  been  continued  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  approximately  60%  of  the  properties 
were  supplied*  The  system  may  have  some  disad¬ 
vantages*  but  during  the  two  year's  operation  it 
can  be  seen  very  clearly  that  in  this  district  it 
is  vital  that  the  scheme  should  succeed  and  has 
already  shown  advantages  in  economy,  hygiene  and 
staff  management* 

(b)  Disposal 

Controlled  tipping  has  completely  filled  the 
remaining  dry  tips  in  the  district  and  experimental 
tipping  is  being  carried  out  in  a  wet  tip*  This 
method  of  disposal  makes  it  all  the  more  necessary 
for  the  paper  sack  system  of  collection  to  be 
successful  and  a  further  report  will  be  made  on 
next  years  progress*

In  connection  with  the  outside  working  staff,  the 
continual  loss  to  higher  paid  local  industry  prevents 
any  improvement  in  routine  amenity  services,  and  at 
times  it  is  difficult  to  deal  with  the  statutory 
requirements  of  a  weekly  refuse  collection,  although 
it  is  seldom  that  complaints  are  made  about  this  service# 

Prom  information  received  from  men  who  have 
left  the  Council1 s  service,  it  appears  that  the 
difference  in  the  weekly  wage  packet  when  going  into 
local  industry  is  between  £3  and  £4® 

Whilst  it  is  no  doubt  a  wise  policy  on  the 
part  of  employers  to  try  to  curb  the  spiral  of 
inflation  through  WMe  increases  ,  the  above-mentioned 
facts  should  be  made  quite  clear  to  ratepayers#  It 
is  not  generally  appreciated,  to  take  for  instance
